U is not yet u 
year ago that the supervisors rediatrict- 
ed tlio county without any apparent 
necessity therefor. 
Supervisor Wicker- 


sham suffered most from the redistrict- 
inr. losing a large amount of territory 
nd over 1300 votes. It was claimed 
that hia district was too liirue and popu- 
lous, but thia the Bupervigor from the 
third district denied. The third com- 
prised a larger population and more 
territory when T. 0. White waa super- 
visor from that district, but it did not 
seem too-large to the board then.

Just how the lirst and fourth, that is, 


Foster's and Butler's districts, will be 
altered it is not delinitely known, hut a

stroke of peanut politics. Butlcr'a dis-

Not only is 
the grain dried till it cjm bo rubbed into 
powder, but the desert wccda are dying, 
which never has been known to occur 
before. This ia in that region ymg near 
the baae of the Coast Range mountain!. 
Even tho jack rabbits have found hfeon 
the plains unprolitahle and have de- 
serted the country. The iravoler may 
ride for miles across the plains and see 
scarcely a rabbit, where usually they 
are counted by thousands.

Want of leed on tho plains hasdriven 


them to the foothills of the Coast Kange 
where the drought is not quite Boseverc. 
Among thoao hills tho rabbits go, not in 
companies hut in herds, and wherever is 
found a patch of anything fir-en there 
tho rabbits are found hy hundreds.
